Gomez Was Actively Connected 
With Organizations at Boston 
Tech. 



Special to McGill Daily. 

BOSTON, January 4. — Mystery 
surrounds the death In ti rooming 
house Of Alphonse Gome/, said to be 
a former student of engineering of 
McGill University, and up to the 
time of his death a student in chemi- 
cal engineering of the Boston Tech, 
Medical Kxaminer Magrath has pro- 
nounced the case one of suicide. 

Oomez's dcuth was a severe blow 
to his many friends at Tech. where 
he was active in school uml chili life. 
They asserted thut his bruin must 
have become deranged as a result of 
overstudy, mill thai this caused him 
to lake his own life. 

The student's home was In Medel- 
lis, Colombia, lit- lived while in Bos- 
ton in the same house with two 
other Tech students who came from 
Colombia. 

According to tlie authorities at 
Teth, Gomez was found ill in his 
room by one of his classmates. A 
physician was summoned, bill the 
student was deatl before he arrived. 

The Tech authorities did not know 
whether the report that Gomez had 
taken bis own life was true.

The ever popular Campus Rink reopens to-day and should 
receive the patronage of the student body. The rink was brought 
into being because the students asked for it, and the Council at that 
time saw that it would till a very uselull nitch in tell social life of the 
the University, It was never expected that the University "arena" 
would be a paying venture from a financial view-point but it was es- 
timated thai it would make up in other ways what it would lack in 
this. The deficit under which it was run lasl year prompted the 
question at the Semi-annual Sleeting of the Council 



THE PROTECTION OF 
CHILDREN. 

"I. a Sauvegarde des Enfants,*" was 
founded In August, 1!H4. When I lie 
ftdvajicti of the German armies men- 
aced the berd of refugees which was 
driven before them, and also the 
population of Paria, La Sauvegarde 
organised the transportation of chil- 
dren from the Invaded renions, and 
from PatJe io the districts of the cen- 
tre, the V>st and Ihe South of 
Prance, Soj e of these children are 
still with t.v. families which took 
l hem In. hut Host have returned to 
their own families, when circum- 
stances penut/ed. Often the famil 
ies were ubu- to settle in Ihe local 
Ity where the children had been plac- 
ed. The number of children which 
La Sauvegarde thus rescued in the 
first five months of war was more 
than 2,500. In March, 1915. La Sauve- 
garde combined with L' Accent! Fran- 
çais; it supplied Ihe refugee children 
which had been placed in the prov- 
inces by the work or L' Acceuil Fran- 
çais with the clothes which they need- 
ed. During the interval from their 
arrival in Paris to their departure 
for u new home, the children are 
taken by the agent of La Suuvegarde 
to an Institution where they undergo 
a medical examination, are clothed 
ami cheered, and depart in a short 
lime supplied witli an outfit. 

Prom March, 191o, to June, 191li. 
La Sauvegarde has taken under its 
protection 1,649 children; during the 
same period it cared, in addition, for 
:157 children for whom homes were 
not found in the country, but who 
were helped In various ways or wh i 
were settled in Paris. 

In July, IDiti, the members of La 
Sauvegarde learned that a large num- 
ber of refugee children were in Paris 
with their families, anil would not be 
separated from them, and that these 
families had been living for two years 
under deplorable hygienic conditions,

Perhaps one of the most prominent and outstanding character- 
istics of the time i* the constant demand for results. From the small 
boy on the bleachers to the hard-headed business man, the cry for 
evidences of success is unceasing. And yet in the last analysis the 
most that can be expected is the individual 's best, but that best every- 
one has a right, to demand. 

Now obviously athletics are not the main issue of a college; the 
function of a university is the training of the intellect ami the incul- 
cation of moral sensibility; and in comparison with these aims the 
importance of athletics is not very large. Of the greatest importance, 
however, is the fact whether or not our teams play the best game 
of which they nre capable; whether or not they win the contests 
with teams to whom they are superior. For that matter it used to be 
rather common, "in ihe dear, dear days beyond recall." for inferior 
Princeton teams to defeat superior teams of other colleges, jus1 be- 
cause of their spirit. , 

We are not, bowt rer, blaming tin' teams tot this state of af- 
fairs; we believe that it is the spirit of the undergraduates which is 

chiefly responsible. At the eve of an important game they say: " We 
ought to win, but . . .". They may have the do or die spirit, but 

practically the only thing they do is die; they ezpeet the team to 

meet with some misfortune; so the team begins to expect to meet 
some misfortune; and generally docs.

I Women In Engineering \ 



EVERYWHERE -WHY ? 




LONDON, Kngland. Women's 
prospects in ihc engineering trade 
were discussed by Lady Parsons in 
ai recant lecture at Hie women's in- 

Slitllte. 

Lady Parsons showed how women 
hail advanced in the occupation of 
shell tnaklng simply by proving that 
they were worthy of being Intrusted 
«mi more responsibility. "Women," 
she said, "soon round themselves able 
to do all the ordinary plain machin 
inc required for the turning of shells. 

They ri i «I not mind lifting heavy shells 
or the railur disagreeable tusk of 

rilling shells with Mlph explosive. 

They could nun the shell body, 
centre ami bore the shellB. curve, 

wave and finish the shell liases. They 
were soon able to (urn out n large 
output of work. in sonic special 
shops their output, when they were 

working the same machinée a» the 

men under the same conditions, was 
often greater than the output of men 
who had been Working all their lives. 
Having Kot so fur with ease and sat- 
isfaction, women found themselves 
up against unexpected difficulties ow- 
ing to the trade union rules forbid- 
ding them to set the tools in their 
own machines. Bui since then events 
had moved very quickly, and in shops 
all over Kngland some women were 
now setting and grinding tools after 

only a few weeks' practice. Al a 
certain firm In the North of England, 

selected «iris were admitted to learn 

experimental work, and they learnt 
to do the specialty skilled work very 
quickly and well. Most of ihem could 
now get up their own work in the 
lathes and milling machines, and set 
and grind tools. They could centre 
and finish off numerous and divers 
metal parts allotted to them. They 
could make a beautiful job of the sil- 
ver soldering work required in the 
shops. One or two were testing dy- 
namos and flashing electric engines. 
Two or three were learning to design 
from the rough sketch, a far more dif 



flcull work than the ordinary trac- 
ing. The girls could back the mir- 
rors and do all the numerous finish- 
ing pro; esses required lor the reflec- 
tors need in enormous quantities for 
searchlights 

"Women were now employed in 
thousands by the large armament 
firms in all the shops where projec- 
tiles were made. One single shop 
might be Ton fl. to 1,000 ft. long, and 
In shape nearly square, the floor 
■pace divided into streets and groups 
of machines, and in every street In 
every shop women would he working 
' at machines. 

"The work women were doing in 
engineering works fell generally into 
two main lines work on projectiles 
and work in general engineering 
shops Shell turning had become, 
from the immense quantities required, 
a repetition work. Here some very- 
capable women were earning large 
sums of money that Bounded like fairy 
tales when the actual sums earned 
first became known. As much as Jl9 
ami Lin a week was earned in some 
cases. Women were engaged In num- 
erous Skilled processes, in the mill- 
ing and machining of pnrts of gun 
mechanism, and the tool stores, a 
highly Important part of the machine 
shop, were also sometimes in charge 
of women. The lathes, milling ma- 
chines, glass culling, and grinding 
machines, must be provided with an 
Immense array of their own special 
tools, ready for use and easy to find. 
In order to increase the supply of 
technically trained men and women 
at a quicker rate than could be pro- 
duced in busy shops, training work- 
shops were being established in most 

large towns. There was an Increas- 
ing demand lor educated w-nme.n who 
could work and set up a lathe, and in 
some districts a much larger num- 
ber of educated girls l ban had offer 
ed themselves were required to train 
for firms ready to employ them "

The set olid and final session of the 
Conference Committee took place in 
Strathcona Hall yesterday. Ar- 
rangements concerning the pro- 
gramme were discussed at some 
length at the morning meeting. Van- 
[ ous topics which would touch on the 
I student life of Canadians were the 
I chief uiatter of concern. It has been 
felt that the Conference in the states 
did not suit Canadian conditions as 
well us they should, and on this ac- 
count great pains were taken to 
make the programme of studies fit 
I the Canadian problems which are of 
vital Importance, both at this lime 

and also with regard to after-war 
Conditions, Suitable courses for 
Mission and Sot la I Service, and Bible 
Study were thoroughly dealt with. No 

announcement as to the courses can 

be made at this time, as changes are 
bound to occur before the lime of the 
conference. 

The afternoon session was spent In 
considering minor details of the pro- 
gramme, and the matter of expenses. 
Registration fees, railway fares, and 
the probable cost of board and lodg- 
ing were the chief items. Mr. K. A. 
Corbett, National Secretary for Can- 
ada, is to net as exe< utive secretary 
for the Conference Committee, and 
make final arrangements to secure 
the speakers decided upon If they 
are available. 

Mr. Corbett left last evening to 
visli Canadian Universities in the 
Western Provinces, and during his 
absente Mr. M. O. Mrooks was cm 
powered U> carry out the duties of 
executive-secretary.

AUSTRALIAN SCHOOL REFORM. 

MKi.uoniNi:. Australia, — The 

Victoria Minister lor l-Mm-atiou re 
cenily issued the following interest- 
ing statement explaining the policy 
of the (ioverinucut on the iiueslion 
of education : 

"There are, nl present - .17 ele- 
mentary si bOOls, over .sr.ii of which 
arc schools with un average attend 
unce ol less than SO pupils. Tliii- 
CQStS the country a large sum. Ihe 
present estimate „r salaries ol 
teachers almie being L7.MI.nuti. TIik 
problem of continuing éducation be- 
yond the primary school period Is es- 
pecially difficult in Australia, where 
sei ondary industries are not ycl high- 
ly developed, and where such as are 
developed are not concentrated in 

particular localities. High schools 
pud higher elemeutary schools have 
linen established in 41 centres, of 
1 which :;ti are out of the metropolitan 
urea. 

"The junior technical school has 
been designed to prepare Ihe way for 
trade and technical education. It 
does not touch the problem of the lu- 
termedlute education or the large 
number of boys and Ihe girls who 
are not entering skilled trade's, li is 
proposed to select u number of con- 
trai schools, and prov ide a specialized 
Course dining the last three years of 
school life, so that Ihe pupils from 
these nchools may have the special 
training which will enable them more 
readily to obtain the positions await 
lug them, 'ihe Toorak school Is lo 
be made a central school lor boys and 
girls who wish to tuke up clerical 
emplo) ment. 

"Another lype of central schools 
Is the School lor Domestic Arts, In 
which girls at the dos,, of the ele- 
mentary course are given a theoreti- 
cal ami practical training In domestic 
subjects. Just as the pupils from a 

junior technical school should proceed 

to the senior technical school when 
they enter employment, those pupils 
who leave the elementary schools and 
the (intrai schools should he pro- 
vided for by a system of continuation 

schools. The Government considers 
that this should be a development of 
the future, 

"in regard to technical education 
the estimates for this year provide 
for an expenditure of £112,000, in 
addition to .L'L'O.umi unexpended of 
the amounl provided for last yenr. 
This will give £132,000 to be expend 
ed on technical education. The 

money will be devoted to establishing 
new schools, and to extending exist- 
ing schools. Considerable extensions 
have beeu provided al existing 
schools, where new departments pj 
work have been added. This policy 
will he continued until the older es 

tablished Bchoola me in a satisfactory 

condition, As regards Ihe new schools 
Ihe large centers of population ure 
being mapped out by the Education 
Department, and Information obtained 

as to the technical Instructions desir- 
able. The Government will ask that 
the localities immediately benefited 
by the establishment of a technical 
school contribute aid in the form of 
either buildings and site or a sub- 
stantial portion of the maintenance 
grant. 

"One of the fiuesl technical si hools 
to be built will be the Central Tech- 
nical School for Women. The school 

win provide Instruction in industries 
most, suitable to women workers. The 
present College of Domestic blconom) 
wilj then be reorganized as a part 
of the system of training teuchers. 
Its functions will be to provide teach- 
ers of domestic subjects for technl 

pat schools, high schools and primary 
schools. The problem of providing 

technical training for returned sol 
dicrs has been engaging the atten; 
tion of the Stale War Council, and a 
request has been made for the ser- 
vices of an expert officer to organ- 
ize such classes. The Government 
has decided tn grant this request, 

and lo tuke advantage of the oppor- 
tunity ( u appoint an officer who. In 
addition to assisting the War Coun- 
cil, will organize a system of voca 
ttonal guidance for boys and girls 
leaving school. Ills duty will be lo 
secure the co-operation of employers, 
Parents and school authorities for 
the well-being of pupils. lie will 
bring before the schools statements 
of the opportunities which exlsl in 
the different classes of employment, 
and will assist generally. Ihe move- 
men| for bringing together into closer 
co-operation the schools and Ihe in- 
dustries. 

"An endeavor will be made lo es- 
tablish day trade classes for thn 
benefit of the boys In actual em- 
ployment if a sufficient number ol 
employers will arrange lo give l bl- 
inds ihe necessary leave of absence 
from their employment. The estab- 
lishment of Junior technical schools 
and the subsequent retention «>r a 
number of senior pupils of those 
si hools for further day courses in 
the senior school will enable a fuller 
use to be made of the buildings and 
plant; but there will still be oppor- 
tunity for day classes If the employ 
ers co-operate with the department, A 
scheme for Ihe training of technical 
teachers is in operation, and before 
long the department ihoiild have n 

I steady output of well trained teach- 
ers. II Is proposetl In employ as staff 

I of specialist teachers to visit provin- 
cial te> hnical schools, and give in- 
tensive courses. The rapid develop 
ment of Junior technical schools has 
brought about anomalies in the clas- 
sification of teachers, The Cabinet 
has approved of a proposal to intro- 
duce a re-classlficatlon of these 
teachers and estimates provide an 
increase for this reclassification.'' 
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The current Issue of ihe Trinity 
College School llecord makes the 
following reference In three McGill 
graduates, past students of T. C. S.. 
who have made the supreme sacri- 
fice:— 

Lieut. Norman M. Macdonald. 

Extracts from a letter from Lt . 
Col Baker O.C.. 6th M . R. Batt., 
about Lieut. Norman M. Mucdonald. 
Sol. '15, who fell In action on May 
15th, will be of interest: 

"We are Just out of the front line. 
I huve Iried several times lo writt- 
en you. but each lime was interrupt 
•id by the enemy's shelling. We had 
a very hard time. Poor Norman! We 
grieve for him daily. 

"lie vvas on duly in the from line." 
and was standing near Major Pilcher 
I in the trench when a high explosive 
I shell struck between them. They 
[ were both Instantly killed. There was 
no suffering; very, very little warn 
lug. 

"He lies in u Utile graveyard lu a 
grove of trees a short distance be- 
hind the lines. The grave will not 
be. disturbed. It is identified and a 
cross is erected. We will care for 
the grave. Norman made good. He 
was loved by his fellowofficers and 
men. Ha was the life of his com- 
pany's lines and he enjoyed the re- 
spiit and confidence of his superiors. 
He was a brave lad. lie stuck to his 
post and performed his duly many 
times under shell and rlfle-rire — 
must trying circumstances. 

' Ills loss and that of Major Pilcher 
vvas lln- first break in our happy fam- 
ily of Officers, and the whole bat 
tu lion grieve for them." 

The Brigade chaplain, in writing-, 
speaks of him: "As u soldier and of- 
flci r I know Ibis, that we have to 
mourn the loss of a very gallant of- 
ficer and gentleman, who always set 
a line example lo his men of courage 
and devotion. Only the day before he 
was badly bruised and shaken when 
burled by a shell, but he refused to 
leave the trench, slaying on at duty." 

Lieut. Herbert B. Daw. 

Lieut, Herbert Bethune Daw, who 
was killed in action, was L'S years 
of age. and a young practising bar- 
rister prior to enlisting with the 58th 
Battalion. Lieut, Daw. though a 
young man, had had an exceptionally 
brilliant career. As a lawyer he 
gave promise ol attaining an honor- 
able place in his chosen profession, 
lie graduated from McCll] Univer- 
sity, studied law Tor a time, and was 
later called to the bar at Osgoode 
Hall. There are three of his bro- 
thers now with overseas nulls. Lt. 
Ford Daw is attached to the 14th 
Battery, 4th Brigade, CF. A. Hs 
weiu through all the crowded days 
of Ihe Dardanelles campaign with the | 
Royal Worcesters. unit Lieut. C'hurles 
Daw is with Ihe 120th City of Hamil- 
ton Hal talion. 

Lieut. W. V. Carey. 

William Vincent Carey waB liorn 
In Hamilton thirty-one years ago. He 
went overseas in 1916 with the 19th 
Battalion, going into the trenches 
vviih his unit about a year ago. In 
July lust he was transferred to the 
trench mortar group of the Second 
Civilian Division. 

The late Lieut. Carey vvas a man 
of pleasant, unassuming disposition, 
of scholarly tastes, and very well 
read. His qualities are summed up 
in the following high tributes by the 

Rev, Dr. it. j. Renlson: 

"I huve known 'Hilly Carey for 
five years. He went to my old school, 
Trinity College School, Port Hope, 
and was a distinguished graduate of 
Osgoode Hall. Taken all In all, he 
was a young man of whom Canada or 
any country might be proud to (all 
her sou. He was a man of ideals, 
who took a great Interest in the fu- 
ture of the Kmpire. Iiy tempera- 
ment, I should say. he was a stu-l 
dent and a man of affairs, but at the I 
beginning of the war. far beyond the 
most of us, he understood its trag- 
edy. He had no illusions, even in the 
early days, about Ihe great adven- 
ture, He seemed like young Glad- 
stone and Rupert llrooke. to have of- 
fered himself from a sense of duty 
alone."

MINERS' CERTIFICATES. 

First of all. obtain a miner's certificate, trom the Department in Quebec, 
or from tho nearest agent. The price of this certificate is $10.00, and It Is 
valid until the first of January following. This certificate gives the right to 
prospect on public lands and on private lands, on which the mineral rights be- 
long to the Crown. 

The holder of this certificate may stake mining claims to the extent of 200 
acres. 

WORKING CONDITIONS. 

During the first six months following the staking of the claim, work on it 
must he performed to the extent of at least twenty-five days of eight hours. 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pros 
pector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsunreyed territory. 
The price of this license is Kifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of ?10.0U 
on Ipstie. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS. 

The attention of prospectors is specially called lo the territory in the 
North Western part of the Province of Quebec, north of the height of land 
where important mineralized belts are known to exist.
